To Make a Lawn 


The Fall months are always considered as being particularly 
favorable for the seeding of new lawns or the reseeding of old 
ones. For new lawns preparation of the seed bed is of the 
greatest importance and too much care cannot be given to this. 
The ground should be broken and thoroughly pulverized to a 
depth of at least six inches. If the land needs lime it should be 
applied at this time and well worked in. Repeated raking of 
the surface at intervals of several days will aid in killing any 
volunteer foreign growth and help to provide a clean seed bed. 
One or two days before seeding work a good application of 
Wood's High-Grade Sheep Manure into the top two or three 
inches, Broadcast the seed evenly, half one way and half the 
other, cover lightly either by raking or with a drag and roll with 
a light roller. Keep moist, using a fine spray to avoid washing 
and after germination is well started water only when neces- 
sary. Pull out any weeds that appear. 


What Grass to Sow 


In Virginia and farther north, in westerly sections of the 
Carolinas and farther west, sow Wood’s Super-Green, Wood’s 
Everfreen and Shady Park Lawn Grasses. In other parts of 
South sow Wood’s Emerald Park Grass. Under trees and shaded 
places sow Wood’s Shady Park Lawn Grass. 


Renewing Old Lawns 


Every Fall and Spring sow more seed. Cut the grass close, 
apply a good fertilizer and rake in and broadcast the seed evenly, 
one pound or more per 500 square feet, according to the stand 
and again run the mower over the lawn. This will put the seed 
into the soil. Water freely. 


How to Cut Your Lawn 


Cut when two to three inches high and keep cut regularly but 
never shorter than one and one-half inches unless during cool 
weather, Be sure your mower is kept sharp. A dull mower 
bruises and injures the grass. During hot weather it is ad- 
visable to raise the mower blades.

Rye Grass—For Winter Lawns 


A beautiful green lawn during the winter and early spring 
months can be obtained by broadcasting Rye Grass Seed over 
any existing lawn. The growth is quick. Before seeding it is 
necessary to cut the lawn, rake it lightly and sow the seed evenly 
at the rate of one pound to 100 square feet and run the mower 
over the lawn again. Seeding is best done in late September 
or early October.

Sow in 
any month, but Sept. to early Nov. seedings are best. Lime 
very acid soils. Heavy complete fertilization pays.
